Proceedings Begun to Relieve the 
Public School Board of 
Four Members. 


H. L. Rogers, William Macklin, 
Richard Bartholdt and Oscar 
Bollman Attached. 


They Are Charged With Lacking the Quali- 
fications Prescribed by Law—Failures to 
Pay School Taxes for Two Years Preced- 
ing Election—An Investigation Which 
Led to the Court of Appeals—What the 
Accused Have to Say—Caucuses. 


When the Court of Appeals convened this 
morning Attorney Given Campbell of Camp- 
belli 4 Ryan, representing Circuit Attorney 
Ashley Clover, presented himself and handed 
the court four petitions which are going to 
cause a rustic in the School Board and con- 
siderable comment outside. The petitions 
were for writs of quo warranto or simple re- 
guests to oust William P. Macklin, Henry L. 
Rogers, Richard Bartholdt and Oscar H. Boll- 
man from the Board of Directors of the St. 
Louis Public Schools on the ground that they 


were not qualified to hold office, 
THE PETITIONS 
were alike and are as follows: 

Now comes Ashley C. Clover, Circuit At- 
torney of the City of St. Louis, aforesaid, and 
as such Oircuilt Attorney, in the name and on 
behalf of the State of Missouri, gives the court 
tounderstand and informed that under 
the provisions of the statutes ofthis State 
relating to School Directors in cities 
having over 300,000 inhabitants, an election 
was held in said city of St. Louls—a ees | of 
sald State having more than three bundred 
thousand inhabitantse—on the Sth day of 
November, 1889, for the election of the di- 
rectors in the Board of President and Di- 
rectors of the St. Louis Public Schools; that 
the defendant claiming to have been elected, 


at said election, without any legal right 
or authority whatsoever, as, for the 
space of more than three months, 


and since the 12th day of November, a. D. 
1887, usurped, held, used and exercised the said 
office of Director in said Board of President 
and Directors of the St. Louls Public Schools, 
schools and in srid clty and State, 
hold, use and still does usurp, 
an office of great public importance in said 
and exercise the same within the 
State of Missouri, and since the said 
12th day ot November, A. D. 1889, 
has enjoyed the rights, honors and privileges 
appertaining thereto. And the court is fur- 
ther informe@that at the time of said election, 
by the laws of the State, among other things, 
it was provided that no person shall be 
eligible for said office of Director in such 
board who sball not have paid a school 

in said 2 for two 
consecutive years ly pre- 
ceding his election. the Court 
is further informed that said defendant 
has not paid said school tax in said city of St. 
Louis, for said two consecutive years imme- 
diately preceding his election, and that in 
such case the defendant was disqualified for 
said office, and his election tosame was void 
and of no effect. 

‘*Wherefore the said OCOircuit Attorney, 
by virtue of his office, prosecutes 
for the State of Missouri, and 
prays the advice of the Courtin the premises, 
that due process of law against the defendant 
may issue, ordering him to appear and show 
cause by what authority he claims to have, use 
and enjoy the rights, benefits, privileges and 
franchises, aforesaid, and that after due pro- 
ceedings he be, by the judgment of this Court, 
ousted therefrom.’’ 

THESE ALLEGATIONS 
were something of a surprise to all who heard 
them this morning and many were inclined to 


doubt them, considering all circumstances. It 
hardly seemed possible that the four gentle- 
men named, knowing they were not eligibie, ¢ 
if such statements are true, would accept their 
certificates of election, take the oath of office, 
swear they were qualified to hold office and 
then take part and voice in the proceedings of 
the Board of Public Schools. The laws as to 
qualifications for office in this State and olty 
are quite familiar to the public, having 
been printed and brought out at 
former elections and in contests for other city 
officials. The statute applied to this case is 
sec. 50fthe act fixing the number of school 
directors in St. Louis, approved March 30, 
1887. It reads as follows: 

No person shall be eligible for office of director 
of schiool board in any such city who shall not have 
resided in such city and paid a school tax therein for 
two consecutive years immediately preceding his 
election, and each director shall aiso possess such 
additional qualifications as may be required by ex- 
isting law or charter. 

THE DIRECTORS. 

William P. Macklin and Henry L.. Rogers 
were nominated at the Repablican convention 
at Central Turner Hallas Directors at Large. 
Richard Bartholdt was nominated to repre- 
sent the Sixth Schoo! District, and Oscar Boll-

They were elected No- 
vember 5, 1889 and received thelr 
certificates of election. As every duly 


elected officer takes the oath of office before 
entering uponthe duties of same the four 
gentiemen named were met in the Poly- 
technic Building withfothers for that purpose, 
Judge Daniel Dillon of the 
Circuit Court bench was called upon 
to administer the oath and met 
the newly elected directors and a number 
ofiold members in the boardroom. There is 
aform of questions to be asked the officer 
about to qualify which he answers under a 
solemn oath to tell the truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth.“ Henry L. 
Rogers, Wm. P. Macklin, Richard Bartholdt 
and Oscar.

These questions were answered in the af- 
firmative by the four named gentlemen, as a 
failure to answer either question would dis- 
qualify them from holaing office. They took 
their places in the Bo of Direetors and 
their voices have been beard loud and often 
at the meetinas of the various committees, for 
they were bonored with positions on commit- 
tees and in the monthly meetings of the 


board.

It appears that Mrs. Payne and the defend- 
ant have been at outs for sometime. On the 
afternoon of the disturbance Payne said Fan- 
nie called him out ofa little grocery and told 
him to tell his wife that she wanted Mrs. 
Payne to return the clothing she had bo 
rowed sometime before. Payne told Fannie. 
he would not carry the message, as he did not 
want to be mixed up in the trouble. At this 
Fannie waxed wroth, and according to tue 
complaint, drew u dirk from her ket 
and flourished it wildly, threatening to stiek 
Payne like a hog.’’ Payne called Patrolmen 
Ryan and Klein, who arrested the negress and 
locked her up at the Four Courts. 

Faynie emphatically denied the threats 
when placed on the stand this morning. Judge 
Cady thought she was slightly mistaken in her 
statements. however, and assessed a fine of 
$10 and costs. Sheconvulsed the court soon 
as she was led back to the cage by turning 
halt — around, shaking her big gst at Payne 
and oalling out to him:

The Lottery Agent Is te Be Charged With 
Perjury With Either Policeman Scully 
or Danaher as His Accuser—Histery of a 
Very Remarkable Case—Police and Lot- 
tery Methods. 


HIS morning Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney 
Dierkes said that to-day 
he would in all proba- 
Jolly issue a warrant 
charging Edward A. 
Drexier with perjury. 
The warrant has not 
yet been drawn up. Mr. 
Dierkes says it will take 
him some time to tech- 
nically compose the 
body of the main allegation, but hopes to 
finish this afternoon. Either Officer Scully or 
Officer Danaher, both well it not favorably 
known for their more or less efficient work in 
the suppression of lottery in this city, will 
swear tothe information in the office of the 
Clerk of the Court ef Criminal Correction aud 
the warrant will go to the Sheriff's office for 
service. Drexier will then pe placed under 
arrest. 

According to Mr. Dierkes“ statement the 
information will charge that on the afternoon 
of January 27 Edward A. Drexler, under oath 
and on the witness stand in the Court of Crim-

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inal Correction, did maliciously perjure him 


self in denying the truth of the statement made 
by him in the affidavit which he took in the of - 
fice of the Clerk of the Court on December 17. 

The history of this case is indeed remarka- 
bie. It not only shows the extent to which 
the lottery men bave ramified thoir interests 
in St. Louis, but alse develops a pretty state 
of affairs existing in the ranks of the local 
police department. Edward A. Drexler is 
well-known to the citizens of St. Louls. For 
years he has been identified with Louisiana 
and Kansas City 

LOTTERY SCHEMES, 

hiding his real business by running a small 
cigar store. For some time that cigar store 
has been located on Pine street between 
Eighth and Niath. Whenthe Post-DISPATCH 
commenced its warfare Drexier was several 
times arrested and prosecuted in the Court of 
Criminal Correction. This was nothing new 
to him, however, as his name had on various 
occasions ornamented the dockets of this 
court almost since its existence. He beat the 
rosecutions on all but two occasions. 
‘hen he was fined $200 and costs by 
Judge Campbell, who heard the evidence. 
Through his attorney, Mr. P. W. Fauntleroy, 
the deiendant made a big plea for mercy. 0 
wont before Judge Campbele, admitted that 
he had been in the lottery business for years, 
but said he wanted to reform and begged for 
mercy. Judge Campbell accepted the story. 
He not only remitted the fine which hé had 
imposed upon Drexler but ordered the Sheriff 
to turn over to Mr. Fauntleroy ali of the 
tickets captured by the police at the de- 
fendant’s place, the attorney having agreed 
to send them back to New Orleans and 
Kansas City. Some of these tickets 
constituted the evidence in two other 
action at that very time pending against 
Drexler, yet they went with the others. Less 
than a week later the police received infor- 
mation that the fellow was again at his old 
tricks selling lottery tickets to his customers. 
Another raid was made on the shop, and 4 
number of new Louisiana tickets taken. This 
case went into the Court of Crimiual Correc- 
tion. When the police went tothe Sherifi’s 
office to get the tickets to be used as evidence 
in the other two cases then pending they 
learned to their dismay of the unprecedented 
action which Judge Campbell had taken. 
In the new case Drexier was convicted 
and fined $200 and costs. He put up $200as 
security pending a motion for anew trial. 
This motion was never made and the collat- 
eral bond was forfeited and turned over on 
the account ofthe fine imposed and costs of 
the proceedings. 

Drexler then made up his mind to get even, 
at least that is the 

STATEMENT OF THE POLICE. 

The defendant says ne was approached by Of- 
ficer Scully, who is alleged to have told him 
that it he ever wanted to do any more lottery 
business in St. Louis he had to assist the po- 
lice in putting a stop to the tongue 
of one George Leonard. Leonard was 
once engaged in the lottery business himeeif 
and later was a member of the Police De- 
partment. His former companions charged 
that he was telling all their plans and had re- 
ceived $2,000 from the PostT- DISPATCH to ex- 
pose the extent of the violation of the law. 
Drexier says that it was on accountof this 
threatthat he on December 17 went before 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes and 
s wort out three warrants against Leonard for 
selling lottery tickets, charging that during 
the months of September, October and No- 
vember of 1889 be had purchased from Leonard 
a total of 300 Louisiana lottery tickets, buying 
100 each month. Drexier told Mr. Dierkes 
that Leonard did a wholesale business in this 
city. He sald that Leonard had first drawn 
him Into the business, telling him that he 
would see that everything was always safe. 
He charged that Leonard had betrayed him to 
the police. 

„Then itis for this that you are swearing 
out these warrants?’’ asked Mr. Dierkes. 

Drexler also said he was prompted to the 
prosecution by private parties. 

The warrants were issued and Drexler swore 
tothetruth of the statements before Mike 
Kenefick five minutes later. The cases were 
several times continued, both for the prose- 
cution and the defense. Trial was finally had 
on January 17, however. It becoming known 
that Drexler would not appear to sustain his 
complaint an officer was sent to his place of 
business and he cameinto court under com- 

uision. When placed on the witness stand 
be swore positively, not only that the sales of 
September, October and November bad never 
been made, but that he had never in his life 

urchased any. kind of a lottery ticket from 

eonard. On this testimony Judge Campbell 
ordered that Leonard be discharged. After- 
ward, when Drexler was interviewed by a re- 
porter of the Post-DISPATCH, he stated that 
what he had said in the Court of Oriminal 
Correction was the truth. He admitted that 
there was no truth whatever in the state- 
ments he had made to Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Dierkes, but pleaded that had it not 
been for Officer Scully he would never have 
been in the scrape. Scully, he said, had 
promised him immunity from further prose- 
cution if he would only settle Leonard. He 
said Scully told him the police were willing 
to letthe lottery matter drop if Leonard and 
the Post- DISPATCH could only be silenced. 


THESE STATEMENTS 
Scully of course denies. He avoided an inter- 
view on the question, however, by telling the 
reporter that he had orders from his superior 
officers not to talk to newspaper men — 
more. Capt. Campbell says he gave no such 
order. Ohief Huebler says he knows nothing 
of it. That places Mr. Scully in a very unen- 
viable position all around. 

A few days after the discharge of Leon- 
ard, Scully and Danaher, piqued at the 
failure of thelr scheme, went before 
Mr. Dierkes and made application for 

warrant charging Drexier with perjury. 

4. Dierkes to-day explained that the reason 
why he has been 80 long in attending to this 
application is because of the complicated 
condition of the case. He was firstin doubt 
whether to make the prosecution one of per- 

ury in swearing falsely in the Court of Crim- 

nal Correction, or for a misdemeanor in 
making a corrupt and voluntary oath at the 
time of the swearing out of the warrant.

when he swore out the warrants. He told me 
that he did it of his own free willand accord.

Tou 
see Judge Campbell will de a very essential 
witness in the prosecution, he being In a great 
measure relied upon to tell what statement 
Drexier made to him when Leonard’s case 
came u in court. He could not sit 
and testity in the same action. The only 
way we see of making the matter stick is to 
issue the warrant and have the matter brought 
inte court.

The Death of Judge Edward Williams.

4 Murphysboro, III., Audience Organizes 
Inte a Meeting to Accept Mr. Garrick’s 
Proposition and Take His Share of the 

‘Beceipts if He Was Not the Best Actor 

Who Mad or Ever Would Piay There. 


Albert Fink, a son of Citizen Fink of St. 
Louis, who bas spent years in an endeavor to 
make himself knownto the theater-goers as 
Thomas Garrick, bas et last achieved his aim 
and made himself interesting to his audience. 
He and bis company broke into Murphysboro, 
III., on the eva of Washington’s birthday and 
gave a performance. Paul Hull, the corre- 
respondent ofthe Chicago Herald, sends out 
the following account of the disaster: 

The theater-going public of Egypt has 
been insulted. The dramatic Intelligence of 
the great commonwealth has been given a 
slap in the face. But Murphysboro has ro- 
Sented this insult. Some days aco there ap- 
peared on the billboards large blue and white 
posters announcing the coming of the Garrick- 
Collier Combination. On the day announced 
for the performance the following cirocular 
was scattered over the city: 

To THE CrTrzENS: For seven vears I supported 
the greatest stars in America, and duriug my career 
asa star, which is now in its — year. have never 
met with any adverse criticism. einx a stranger in 
your town I bave this offer to make: 
myself and compan 
your town, oF will for many a day, I wil! forfeit my 
share of the receipts to the audience assembi to- 
night. THOMAS GARRICK. 

Tais had the odor of a biuff about it, and 
several calm, determined minds secretly re- 
solved to call it. There were only four people 
inthe company. With this showing we col- 
lected our forces at the post-office and went 
to the show. Our company inciuded the best 
citizens of the town—Judge Andrews, ex- 
Senator George Hill, Sheriff Wells, Joe Gill, 
the editor, Bob Molivain, Bill Bastin, the 
hotel keeper; John Fox, J. M. Herbert, Peter 
Schneider and many others. We occupied 
front seats. The performance came on. 
The frat act was a society sketch, entitled 
„Paris in 1793,“ produced by the en- 
tire company, except the treasurer. The sec- 
ond act was ascene from ‘Ingomar, the Bar- 
barian.” Mr. Garrick made a good barba- 
rian. He bowled like a coyote. e has the 
leg of a warrior, but he is built for retreat 
rather than assault. He wore a glazed win- 
dow curtain draped over his back in lieu of a 
wolf skin, and his black Galway mS in- 
dicated that Mr. Ingomar was a wild Irish- 
man.

Mr. Hill suggested that Miss Collier be ex- 
cluded from the vote. She seemed to him to 
be a nice girl, and he didn't want anything 
said about her acting. We all saw what was 
the matter and bis suggestion was adopted. 

Sheriff Wells said he — donbts about the 
wisdom of the step about to be taken.

The treasurer of the company win 
Please announce what the receipts for this 
performance are and what Mr. Garrick’s 
share is. I willappoint Messrs. Wells, Fox, 
Andrews, Herbert and Hill a committee to re- 
celve the money and distribute it among the 
worthy poor of the city.’ - 

‘*There was a moment’s silence, and then 
Mr. Garrick camo out iu front of the curtain. 
He was not very angry. Gentlemen, to say 
that] am astonished is putting it mildly,’ he 
exclaimed. I hardly know what to say of 
this unprecedented proceeding. I am sorry 
my acting does not please you. All whoare 
Gissstisfied can get their money back at the 
box-office. Ihope you will allow me to go on 
with the performance.’ 

»The curtain rose on the last act. 
appeared, bis chin in his left hand. He 
drag@ged bis feet after him on the toes, and 
exolaimed, wearily: ‘Iam sick! I am sick.’ 
We did not know whether this line was inthe 

olay, or whether Mr. Garrick bad interpolated 

tto express bis feelings. The act was cut 
very short, and in five minutes after Ingomar 
found he was sick he and Parthenia 
left the stage. But the audience did not 
leave the theater when the performance 
was concluded. We moved up on tbe stage, 
took possession of it and walted for Mr. 
Garrick. When de had washed of his make- 
up he appeared, iooking a trifle scared. He 
was introduced to the delegation, and Judge 
Andrews eald: ‘We wish to assure you, Mr.

to April 1. The intent of this bill is to 
relieve Sutter’s company from paying the 
penalty of $1,000 per day from Janu- 
ary 1 until the lighting begins. The 
bill is now In the hands of the Council Com- 
mitteg on Public Improvements, and a report 
on itis expected this evening. As will be 
seen from Mr. Bell’s opinion, which Is here 
given, the Assembly has the power to extend 
the time for beginning the lighting. The 
opinion reads as follows: 

THE COUNSELOR’S OPINION. 
Feb. 24, 1890. 


To the Honorable Committee on Pubtic Improve- 
ments of the Council: 


GEXNTLEMEN—I bave, at your request, exam- 
ined Council bill 177 extending the time 
for the commencement of the electric lighting 
contract held by Charles Sutter, and have to 
say with reference to the same as follows: 

By ordinance 14,697, approved December 29, 
1888, the Board of Public Improvements was 
directed to let contracts for lighting the 
streets, public places and public buildings of 
St. Louis with electricity for ten years from 
January 1, 1890. The lighting was to extend 
to so much of the city as lay north ofthe south 
line of Keokuk street, and this territory was 
divided by a line coincident with the southern 
line of Washington avenue into two districts, 
known respectively as the Northern and the 
Southern District. The contracts were re- 
quired to have the approval of the Municipal 
Assemblp by ordinanbe. The contracts for 
are lighting in both districts were duly let to 
Charles Sutter, and bear date March 13, 1889, 
and were approved by the Municipal Assem- 
bly by ordinance 14,917, approved March 29. 
1889. A penalty of 8500 per day is provided in 
for failure to commence 


each contract 
the lighting on Jan 1, 1890. The 
contracts also provide that u there is 


any delay inthe approval ofthe contracts by 
the Municipal Assembly, entitling the con- 
tractor to an extension of the time for the 
commencement of the lighting, the time for 
the commencement may be extended by the 
Board of Public Improvements. The power 
of the board to act on the matter of extending 
the time for the commencement of the light- 
ing was authorized, to be exercised only in 
the event that the Assembly delayed the ap- 
proval of the contracts. The contracts were 
let on March 13, 1889, and were approved by 
the Assembly on March 29, 1889. There 
was no delay in the approval, and hence 
there is no power in the Board of Public 
Im provements to deal with the matter of ex- 
tending the time of commencing the lighting. 
This matter is one for the Municipal Assembiy 
to adjust by ordinance. 

Council bill 177 provides in substance that 
the time within which 

CHARLES SUTTER SHALL COMMENCE 
electric lighting under his contract is extend- 
ed for ninety days, so that said lighting shall 
be furnished under said contract from said 
time instead of from January 1, 1890, provided 
that the ordinance shall be accepted by said 
contractor and his sureties, or the successors 
of said parties, in writing, tobe approved by 
the City Counsellor and filed with the City 
Register. 

The title ofthe bill should be amended by 
inserting the words ‘‘commerce and’’ imme- 
diately after the word ‘‘shall’’ in the second 
line of the title. As the bill stands it grants 
an extension of 90 days, which would require 
the contractor to commence on April 1, 1890. 
If it is the intention to givé more time than the 


son and fabove an additionaimumber of days should be 


substituted for ninety. 

The proposed ordinance does not alter, 
change, modify or abrogate the contracts be- 
tween Sutter and the city for electric lighting; 
it postpones the commencement of the ten 
years’ service for a period of ninety days, and 
thereafter the ten years’ work is to be exe- 
cuted at the price and under the conditions 
named in the contracts. There is no legal 
objection to the adoption of the measure.

Will St. Louis Get the Ground? 


Harbor Commissioner Murphy received to- 
day from Washington a printed copy of tbe 
bill introduced at his request by Congressman 
Kinsey of the Tenth District. It was pre- 
sented on February 17,read twice and referred 
to the Committee on Military Affairs, of which 


Congressman Kinsey is a member. The pur- 
pose of the act is to determine definitely the 
rights of the city tothe ground in question as 
the Harbor Commissioner is of the opinion 
that the act of 1866, granting to the city of St. 
Louis certain undefined ground in front of the 
St. Louis Arsenal, included the strip named 
in the bill now under consideration.

She gets it under 
a pledge to raise the money without Gov- 
ernment aii, tomake the Fair the equal 
of the Paris Exposition, and to have it 
ready for opening in 1892. Any failure 
on her part to fulfill these pledges, all of 
them, will be worse for her than if she 
had been beaten in Monday’s vote. 

As St. Louis could not in good faith of- 
fer such pledges for support, the contest 
was between Chicago and New York, and 
as was to be expected, the Western city 
won. That the Northwest should outvote 
the Southwest in deciding which Western 
city should have it was also a foregone 
conclusion. 

But St. Louis has lost nothing, and on 
the contrary has come out of the contest 
with honor and credit worth far more to 
her thau all the money her fight has cost 
her. The country will not hold her re- 
sponsible for the follies and blunders com- 
mitted by some of those who officiously 
pushed themselves to the front to exploit 
their personal vanities as her advocates. 
She has demonstrated the fact that she 
could raise as large a guarantee fund by 
voluntary subscription as either New York 
or Chicago, and to her is due the credit of 
forcing them to outbid her by promising 
to raise ample means for the Fair without 
aid from the Federal Treasury. 

To reap thé full benefit of the credit 
with which she comes out of this contest 
it only remains for St. Louis to keep her 
record straight by continuing to act to- 
wards Chicago and the World’s Fair proj- 
ect with the same good faith and manli- 
ness that have marked her conduct 
hitherto. Solong as Chicago adheres to 
her, pledges she is entitled to, and will 
doubtless receive, the sympathy and sup- 
port of St. Louis in every effort to make 
the Fair a credit to the United States and 
atriumph for the great West. In short 
St. Louis will cordially give Chicago the 
same friendly support in this matter 
which she would have demanded and ex- 
pected from Chicago Wad the location 
been made at St. Louis.

CuicaGo is not in the Mississippi Valley, 
but she is a Western city, and the votes of 
the Mississippi Valley gave her the pref- 
erence over New York as the location for 
the World’s Fair. The credit of the en- 
tire West is therefore staked upon her 
success in making the Fair a great 
national triumph. Inher eagerness for 
the honor she outbid St. Louis and has 
assumed a burden which may be more 
than she can bear. To prepare that Fair 
on the proper scale by 1892 is scarcely pos- 
sible, and if she asks for further time it 
will probably be granted. But if she 
asks in addition to further time a huge 
Federal appropriation toward theexpense 
which she pledged herself to pay entirely 
out of her own pocket, we do not see how 
St. Louis can supportor favor any such 
demand. It was by that promise she out- 
bid this city, and it would not be treating 
other competing cities right to release 
Chicago from the payment of the bid by 
which she got the location. 


Tux American Sugar Refinery at San 
Francisco, which has been under the con- 
trol ofthe Sugar Trust, has been placed 
in the hands of a receiver and the re- 
ceiver has shut it down. Thus CLaus 
SPRECKELS is placed in control of the 
sugar market on the Pacific coast and is 
advancing prices at a rapid rate. The 
Supreme Court has been asked to rescind 
the order of the lower court closing the 
refinery, but while the case is being heard 
SPRECKELS will make another fortune out 
of sugar, and will have the trade thor- 
oughly in his grip. That receivership of 
the American Refinery should be investi- 
gated.

‘HARVARD'S PRESIDENT. 


HE Is REPORTED TO HAVE SAID SOME HARD 
THINGS ABOUT JOURNALISTS, 


But Emphatically Denies Having Used the 
Language Imbuted to Him—The Story of 
the Harvard Club Dinner at Philadelphia 
Last Saturday, as Printed in Some of the 
Eastern Papers.

Everybody present 

was shocked atthe outburst of the Harvurd 

President and at the scene that followed when 

Editor Brainerd, of the News, who is a gradu- 

ate of Harvard, administered a stinging re- 
buke to the educational slanderer. 

Toward the close of the dinner Clarke Davis, 
one of the editors ofthe Ledger, responded to 
the toast of The Press. He spoke of the 
newspapers as the great public educator. He 
said the great universities and the 
great newspapers were two forces 
traveling side by side, both having 
the same purpose in view—the elevation and 
education of the people. He expressed the 
hope that Harvard and other great universi- 
ties would give more attention in the future to 
preparing graduatesand fitting them for the 
field of journalism. He thought it would be 
a good idea to have a degree for journalism, 
which was ‘one of the learned professions.’’ 

TRADUCING REPORTERS. 

When Mr. Davis had sat down Gen. Huide- 
keeper, Who Was presiding officer, sald that 
President Eliot requested permission to speak 
again, which was of course readily given. 
Then the outburst of vituperation and false- 
hood followed. He said he was aware that 
there were special schools where journalism 
is taught, but he was not in favor of iutro- 
ducing that as a branch of study at Harvard. 
Hie said the course for the B. A. degree was 
good enough for men wo contemplated going 
into journalism. He asserted that the trouble 
was not with the colleges, but with the man- 
avers of newspepers. College men were not 
allowed to take their proper place upon 
the newspapers. They were expected to 
serve as reporters. He thought they should be 


given something higher and said they could 
not be expected to associate with the class of 
men who are employed asreporters. Hoe said 
the heads of newspapers did not give enough 
attention to the character of the men they 
employed In this capacity, and as a result the 
newspapers are constantly teeming with gross 
inaccuracies. He said he, as a public man, 
was frequently called upon to make ad- 
dresses, and he was free to say never has an 
accurate report of his speeches appeared 
in print. He wanted to take advantage 
of this opportunity to tell the 
men gathered at the table that 
if they ever read anything in 
the newspapers purportin to de a 
report of one of his speeches they could put it 
down as garbied and grossiy inaccurate. In 
Boston he knew something about tne report- 
ers. The managers of the newspapers there 
agreed that there was but one competont re- 
porter in the city. He said the men who were 
employed as reporters in Boston were 
*‘drunkards, thieves, dead beats and bum- 
mers. 

e knew of men who had been expelled 
from Harvard who had found places on the 
Boston newspapers as reporters. One of these 
men had been expelled for stealing, another 
for drunkenness, athird for being coanected 
with a disgraceful row in a brothel, and the 
fourth they had been wanting to get rid of for 
some time. These men, he said, were types 
of the reporters of the newspapers, aud as 
long as the managers of newspapers 
made no effort to inquire into the 
character of thelr employes they could not 
expect college men to enter their ranks. 

MR. BRAINERD’S REPLY. 

President Eliot’s speech was listened to 
with silence, and there was no mark of ap- 
proval atany point. At the conclusion of his 
remarks Everet Wendell, President of the 
New York-Harvard Club, Dr. J. W. White and 
others weut to Mr. Davis and expressed re- 
gret that President Eliot bad shown such lack 
of tact and taste. Mr. Davis, former manag- 
ing editor of the Inquirer and now an associate 
editor of the Ledger, is said to have been in- 
dienant, as was also Erastus Brainerd, the 
editor of the Daily News, who is also a grad- 
uate of Harvard. Mr. Brainerd was to have 
responded to the toast of the class of 74, but 
Gen. Huidekeeper seemed to understand that 
some reply should be made to President El- 
iot’s ill-tempered remarks, so he introduced 
Mr. Brainerd as a trained journalist, who is 
one of us. 

Alter a few preliminary remarks,Mr. Brain- 
erd said that he was a graduate of Harvard 
and had been a reporter, and any man, no 
matter who he was or what his profession, 
who said the reportorial ranksof the great 
papers were filled with thieves, drunkards, 
dead beats and bummers, said what was 
senseless and untrue. He said that of the 
clase of 74, the firat graduated by President 
Eliot, and the one in which de was gradu- 
ated, no less than twelve members are now 
actively engaged in journalism, and he was 
sure that no one of them could be accused of 
being a thief, a drunkard, a dead beat, 
vr a bummer. He said he had 1 
paper in Philadelphia and on its 
reportoriai staff was a gentieman who had 
been graduated from a college that was quite 
as old as Harvard. He referred to Oxford; 
and he knew that man was not athief, a 
drunkard, a dead beat or a bummer. He had 
on his paper several other gentiemen who 
were graduates of different educational insti- 
tutions, and no one would dare call them 
drunkards, thieves, dead beats or bummers. 
He said the reporters of Philadelphia, as a 
class, would compare favorably, whether in 
characteror learning, with any other profes- 
sion in the city. s would not reply for the 
newspaper me of Boston, because they were 
amply able to take care of themselves, but he 
did not hesitate to say that President Eliot’s 
remarks were without any foundation in fact.

HENRY CLEWS’ LETTER. 


A Mild Winter and the Tariff Causing a 
Financial Depressions. 


Henry Clews’ ‘‘weekly financial circular’’ 
contains the following paragraphs: 

‘*The temper of the stock market is not by 
any means wholly satisfactory. Encouraging 
as are the prospects in many directions Wall 
street persistentiy refuses to respond, in a 
manner that is difficult to understand, and 
obliges more or less caution. On almost every 
hand we have evidence of the country’s won- 


derful growth and prosperity, particularly in 
the distant West and South. The latter is 
having an extraordinary stimulus, owing to 
the effect of geet prices for a big cotton crop 
and the rapid development of its mineral and 
industrial resouréés. The Far West is 
also developing very rapidly. The Central 
West, however, is suffering somewhat from 
the low prices of agricultural products and the 
com petition — new rival points of trade 
still further Weat. In the East complaints 
come chiefly from the coal and woolen trades; 
the one being hampered by the past m iid 
winter, and the other by tariff complexities. 
Here and there, also, are symptoms of reviv- 
ing labor agitation in shape of the elght-hour 
movement, which is already having the effect 
of checking ncw enterprises. Merchants and 
bankers show very little confidence in the 
money situation, and the apprehension of 
close money in event ot au active trade this 
spring additionally tends to restrict opera - 
tions extending into the future. It is such 
factors as these which for the time being 
counteract all the hopefulness induced by 
large railroad earnings, increased bank clear- 
ings, good collections and other indications 
of the generally healthy condition of trade. 
Thou f. they they may be only temporary 
drawbacks, er are of sufficient importance 
to induce a marked spirit of caution in almost 
every department of trade. 

‘*The stock market itself has been more im- 
mediately affected by the senational reports 
of rate cutting among Western lines. hile 
these have been much exaggerated, they show 
afresh outbreak amongst speculative West- 
ern managers. They strongly suggest that 
some of these gentiemen are more interested 
inthe course of the ‘ticker’ than conscien- 
tious management of the properties entrusted 
totheir care. No doubt the situation has 
been K by the Northwest-Union 
Pacific Alitance, which, being independent of 
all other combinations, has created new jeai- 
ousies and rivalries; but'no good reason has 
yet been forthcoming for creating general de- 
moralization ata time when there is enough 
business for all; and, as long as stockholders 
are willing to supinely submit to such irregu- 
larities, just so long may they expect to re- 
main the tools of speculative managers.’’
